Charge Tisevor couple 
wifn theft, forgery

One employe and one former employe of 
the Antioch Savings and Loan. have been 
charged with forgery in connection with the 
bilking of the savings institution- of at least 
$11,000. 

A married couple, Terri and Larry Fortin 
of Trevor, have been charged with forgery 
and theft, with preliminary hearings set for 
1:30 p.m., on Wednesday,- Feb.- 2, iii Lake 
Count y Court ,_ 

James Swiatek, president of- thesavings- 
ahd loan, confirmed the report that the 
savings and loan had tried to keep the theft 
quiet but it had somehow leaked to a local 
daily newspaper. 

"There was no enibezzlment;":he said,-ad- 
ding, "They didn't get money from anyone 
else's account, they just transferred money 
to different accounts. 

Swiatek said the effort to squelch reports 
of the incident was caused by the bad press 
received by savings and loans in the last 
year. . ' 

According to Antioch Police Lt. Tom 
Fisher, Terri had worked ait the savings and 
loan as a proofer in bookeeping for two 
years. 

Her~~husband; — ^Larry^ — who— had—been. 
previously employed there, worked for 
another company in Antioch. 

Starting in May, Larry had removed 
business checks at random from his com- 
pany's checkbook. Both had ^yritten checks 
onthese and deposited them in their account 
at the savingis and loan, allowing them to 
withdraw money when they wanted to. 

After the check was entered in the account

it would go to the bookeeping department 
\yhere Terri would intercept it and destroy it; 

There were times when she would transfer 
other deposits to cover a teller's imbalance 
caused by the removal of the check. 
. The matter began to come to light when the 
owner of Larry's company was informed by 
his accountant that checks were missing 
from the checkbook. He closed that account. 

Other employes at the savings and loan- 
had noticed the large deposits in the Fortin 
-accountftrom that.company._ 

In late November the savings and loan was~ 
missing two mortagage checks amounting to 
more than $4,000, that had been expected 
from another sayings institution. 
— Acheck with that bank revealed that the 
checks had been sent and cashed in Antioch. 

After being questioned by Fisher, both par- 
ties surrendered to the Antioch Police on 
Thursday, Jan. 20.

Andrew B. Bernhardt, 
president of the State Bank 
of AntiOdh, says that the new 
federal tiax withholding 
provision is going to caiise a 
consumer hurricane^ . 

"Savers and investors will 
lose some $1.5 billion a year 
beginning next July 1 under 
a new law requiring banks 
and other financial in- 
stitutions to withhold 10 per- 
cent of interest and dividend 
payments," remarked Ber- 
nhardt! 



"People are just beginning/ 
to realize that the widely 
publicized 10 percent.tax cut 
next July will be ac- 
companied by the govern- 
ment's withholding 10 per- 
cent 'of their interest ear- 
nings on their savings and in- 
vestments." 

Even though almost 90 
percent of the .26 million 
senior citizens in this coun- 
try are officially "exempt" 
from the law, they will be 
directly affected by the 
exemption provisions. 

"As a matter of fact, the 
entire exemption process is 
"just another example of un-" 
necessary government, in- 
trusion into our lives," Ber- 
nhardt said. 

If a retired couple has five 
sources of interest or 
dividend income, a bank 
savings account, a six-month 
certificate of deposit, a 
money market mutual fund 
and stocks in two companies 
from which they receive 
dividends, that couple will 



have to file five exemption 
certificates, one at each^in- 
come source. 

. Should this couple fail to 
file these forms,, either, 
because they didn't know 
they had to or because they 
were physically unable to, 
the 10 percent of their in- 
terest and 'dividend earnings 
would be withheld. 

"Not only would they lose 
10 percent of their interest 
and dividend income each, 
m onth — mo ney that might 
~olherwise go to pay for food" 
housing, and medical bills — 
but they will have to file a 
tax return to get their 10 per- 
cent withholding back from 
the government," Bernhardt 
charges. 

' Bernhardt also said that 
the exemption process raises 
a serious privacy issue. To 
qualify for an exemption, 
people have to go to their 
banks or other financial in- 
stitutions and give a bank 
employe a form on w^iich 
they have sworn that thei? 
tax liability for the previous 
year' was less than the 
ceiling amounts. ~~ 

"Do you want your bank 
■teller, who may be your 
neighbor or a member of 
your church,- to see how

much tax you pay?", Ber- 
nhardt said. He noted that 
this was theiirst time inour 
country's history that such a 
third person, disclosure of 
tax liability had ever been 
requhred. 

People who do not qualify 
for an exemption wiU lose 
the use of 10 percent of their 
interest and dividend .ear- 
nings that would otherwise, 
have been compounded, Ber- 
nhardt said.' 

"Savers and investors will 
-lose^some_|1.5__bilUon__a_ 
year," Bernhardt charges. 

"What we have here is a 
disincentive for savings and 
investment . . . at a time 
when we need these in- 
vestments to spur our weak 
economy," he added. 

"In addition, by the time 
you take away this interest 
from the people and add the 
costs to the' government and 
to financial institutions to 
put this savings withholding 
into place, the net effect may 
well be NEGATIVE," he 
said. 

Ber nhardt urged that 
people write t heir 
congressional , represen- 
tatives. about the 10 percent 
withholding on interest and 
dividends.

CONTACIS AND CATARACfll 



A cataract is a clouding of the 
lens of the eye.

Either a crown or jacket replaces a missing tooth structure with a 
replica of the tooth as accurate as possible, both inside and out. 
Either one can.be fabricated in a choice of many materials — 
acrylic, or goldand-porcelain. Which of these is used .will be 
determined by which will best return a tooth to its former shape as 
securely, cosmetically and functionally os'possible.
